WASHINGTON President-elect Obama is 
preparing to issue an executive order his 
first week in office— and perhaps his first 
day— to close the U.S. military prison at 
Guantanamo Bay, according to two presi- 
dential transition team advisers. 

It’s unlikely the detention facility at the 
Navy base in Cuba will be closed any time 
soon. In an interview last weekend, Obama 
said it would be “a challenge” to close it 
even within the first too days of his admin- 
istration. 

But the order, which one adviser said 
could be issued as early as Jan. 20, would 
start the process of deciding what to do 
with the estimated 250 A 1 Qaeda and 
Taliban suspects and potential witnesses 
who are being held there. Most have not 
been charged with a crime. 

The Guantanamo directive would be 
one of a series of executive orders Obama 
is planning to issue shortly after he takes 
office next Tuesday, according to the two 


advisers. Also expected is an executive 
order about certain interrogation methods, 
but details were not immediately available 
Monday 

The advisers spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because they were not authorized to 
speak publicly about the orders that have 
not yet been finalized. 

Obama transition team spokeswoman 
Brooke Anderson declined comment 
Monday 

The two advisers said the executive order 
will direct the new administration to look 
at each of the cases of the Guantanamo 
detainees to see whether they can be 
released or if they should stiU be held— and 
if so, where. 

Many of the Guantanamo detainees are 


cleared for release, and others could be 
sent back to their native countries and held 
there. But many nations have resisted Bush 
administration efforts to repatriate the 
prisoners back home. Both Obama advis- 
ers said it’s hoped that nations that had ini- 
tially resisted taking detainees will be more 
willing to do so after dealing with the new 
administration. 

What remains the thorniest issue for 
Obama, the advisers said, is what to do with 
the rest of the prisoners — including at least 
If so-called “high value detainees” consid- 
ered among the most dangerous there. 

Detainees held on U.S. soil would have 
certain legal rights that they were not enti- 
tled to while imprisoned in Cuba. It’s also 
not clear if they would face trial through 
the current military tribunal system, or in 
federal civilian courts, or though a to-be- 
developed legal system that would mark a 
hybrid of the two. 

Where to imprison the detainees also is 
a problem.

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Sleep more, 
stay cold-free

Fluff up the pillows and pull up the covers. 
Preventing the common cold may be as easy 
as getting more sleep. 

Researchers paid healthy adults $800 to 
have cold viruses sprayed up their noses, then 
wait five days in a hotel to see if they got sick. 
Habitual eight-hour sleepers were much less 
likely to get sick than those who slept less 
than seven hours or slept fitfully 

“The longer you sleep, the better off you 
are, the less susceptible you are to colds,” 
said lead author Sheldon Cohen, who studies 
the effects of stress on health at Pittsburgh’s 
Carnegie Mellon University 

Prior research has suggested that sleep 
boosts the immune system at the cell level. 
This is the first study to show small sleep 
disturbances increasing the risk of getting 
sick, said Dr. Michael Irwin, who researches 
immune response at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, and was not involved 
in the study 

“The message is to maintain regular sleep 
habits because those are really critical for 
health,” Irwin said. 

The people who slept less than seven hours 
a night in the weeks before they were exposed 
to the virus were three times more likely to 
catch a cold than those who slept eight hours 
or more. 

Sleeping fitfully also was tied to greater 
risk of catching a cold. Those who tossed and 
turned more than 8 percent of their time in 
bed were five times more likely to get sick 
than those who were sleepless only 2 percent 
of the time. 

The researchers took into account other 
factors that make people more susceptible 
such as stress, smoking and drinking, and lack 
of exercise, and they stOl saw a connection 
between sleep and resisting a cold.

CTA slip-up? How 
to deal with Injury 

When Brown Line rider Abby Levine slipped while boarding a train 
at the Chicago stop, her first emotion was shock, she said. 

“I found myself about thigh-deep in a gap between the platform 
and the train,” Levine, 29, told “Going Public” during an interview 
about a December incident. 

Her second reaction; embarrassment. 

Another rider had to help her up, Levine said, and the rail opera- 
tor asked if she was OK. 

“I just got on the train because I needed to get to work,” Levine 
said. “If you’ve ever been on the Brown Line, the last thing you want 
to do is cause a delay” 

But Levine’s leg injury was more severe than she initially believed, 
she said, and she left work early that day. The leg continued to swell 
and throb, Levine said, leading her to take a few days off and seek a 
doctor’s opinion. 

Levine is seeking reimbursement for expenses incurred because 
of her injury, including doctor’s bills and cab commutes. That quest, 
like her leg injury, has been a source of pain, Levine said. 

“They just don’t seem to care about investigating this,” Levine 
said. “It’s obvious that I’m injured and I’ve supplied photos, filled 
out forms and repeated information over and over.” 

“Going Public” is not a fan of what sounds like craptastic custom- 
er service and confusion, and Levine is not the only rider to tell me 
about an injury So here’s some CTA skinny on serious incidents; 

For urgent care, the CTA instructs staffers to contact the Control 
Center, which then summons emergency responders to the scene, 
spokeswoman Wanda Taylor told me. The agency does not equip 
trains, buses or stations with first aid kits or defibrillators, and 
employees are not trained in first aid, Taylor said. 

So what about the walking wounded, like Levine? Here are tips 
in case of a non-emergency CTA slip-and-fall. I advise you to store 
these tips alongside your Chicago Card— you know, in case of ... 

Bus bumps and bruises 

Board buses with caution. Operators are not responsible for clean- 
ing potentially hazardous slippery spots, though they are asked to 
warn riders as they board and report danger zones to the Control 
Center so staff can clean the bus at the end of the route. But opera- 
tors are responsible for taking rider injury reports, so notify them 
immediately if you’re hurt. 

Train trauma 

Train-related trauma is especially important in light of wintry con- 
ditions on platforms and station steps. The CTA tries to sand and 
de-ice slick spots, but if an accident happens, report it to a customer 
assistant or rail operator, Taylor said. You also can contact customer 
service about it later. Based on Levine’s experience, I advise taking 
on-the-spot action. If you need to alert the agency to an injury after 
the fact, e-mail ctahelp@transitchicago.com to create a paper trail and 
feel free to “cc” me. No pun intended, but it couldn’t hurt.

As Bush prepares to leave the White House, he reflects on some of his 'mistakes’ and 'disappointments’

A retiring President Bush, delivering the final 
and most introspective news conference of his 
long presidency, acknowledged Monday the 
several “mistakes” and “disappointments” of 
his tumultuous two terms in the Oval Office, 
yet voiced a defiant insistence that he made the 
choices necessary to defend the nation from 
threats that still persist today 

“Clearly, putting ‘Mission Accomplished’ on 
an aircraft carrier was a mistake,” he said of the 
banner draped across the carrier in the Pacific 
where he landed in a fighter jet weeks after the 
invasion of Iraq to declare major military action 
completed. 

But after starting what he called “the ultimate 
exit interview” with a lengthy and personalized 
thank-you to the reporters in the room who 
have covered him over the eight years of his 
presidency. Bush showed anger at times when 
presented with some of the main criticisms of 
his time in office. 

“I think it’s a good, strong record,” he said. 
“You know, presidents can try to avoid hard 
decisions and therefore avoid controversy 
That’s just not my nature.” 

He particularly became indignant when asked 
about America’s bruised image overseas. 

“I disagree with this assessment that, you 
know, that people view America in a dim light,” 
he said. “It may be damaged amongst some of 
the elite. But people still understand America 
stands for freedom.” 

The 43rd president, who will leave office with 
Obama’s inauguration seven days from Tuesday 
and has endured years of criticism from the 
media, showed flashes of his trademark brand 
of humor throughout the news conference. 

“We have been through a lot together,” Bush 
told the assembled media. “Through it all, I

He joked, “Sometimes I felt 
you mis-underestimated me.” 

A remarkably candid and reflective Bush went 
on to detail what he considered missteps during 
his time in office. 

“Obviously some of my rhetoric has been a 
mistake,” said Bush, who previously has voiced 
regret over threatening to find Osama bin 
Laden “dead or alive” or declaring of the nation’s 
enemies: “Bring it on.” 

He did not mention bin Laden, the still 
elusive A 1 Qaeda leader and sponsor of the ter- 
rorist attacks of Sept, ii, 2001, on this day, how- 
ever. 

“I’ve thought long and hard about Katrina,” 
Bush said. “Could I have done something dif- 
ferent?” Such as landing Air Force One at Baton 
Rouge, La., instead of making the low fly-over 
above New Orleans that he did days after the 
storm deluged the Gulf Coast. 

But then, he said, people would have criti- 
cized him for distracting law enforcement in 
the region at a critical time with the landing of 
the president’s jet. 

“People say the federal response was slow,” he 
complained. “Don’t tell me the federal response

was slow when there was 30,000 people pulled 
off roofs right after the storm passed.” 

“There have been disappointments,” the 
president said. ‘Abu Ghraib {the abuse of U.S.- 
held prisoners in Iraq} was a huge disappoint- 
ment. Not having weapons of mass destruction 
{in Iraq] was a significant disappointment.” 

Asked about his many and most strident crit- 
ics, Bush said: “You know, most people I see as I 
move around the country they’re not angry, and 
they’re not hostile people.” (Among the oth- 
ers, he said: “I don’t know why they get angry I 
don’t know why they get hostile.”) 

“In times of war, people get emotional,” Bush 
said. “I’ve never spent that much time, frankly, 
worrying about the loud voices.” 

With that, the president’s own voice rose, 
as he stated with some defiance: It would be 
wrong, he said, “if I allowed the loud voices 
to prevent me from doing what I thought 
was necessary to protect this country” 

While suggesting that he will step 
out of the limelight in retirement. 

Bush did allow that his “T^e-A 
personality” might make that dif- 
ficult. “I just can’t envision myself, 
you know, the big straw hat and a 
Hawaiian shirt sitting on some 
beach,” said Bush, adding as an 
aside, “particularly since I quit 
drinking.” 

As for his impending retire- 
ment, he made this prediction: 

“I wake up in Crawford Tuesday 
morning— I mean, Wednesday 
morning 0 an. 21}, and I suspect 
I’ll make Laura coffee, and, you 
know, go get it for her.”

Burris singled out for thanks two of his 
major opponents. Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid of Nevada and Sen. Dick Durbin 
of Illinois, who had staunchly opposed the 
Blagojevich appointment. “It will be my honor 
to both serve with them and to learn from 
them,” Burris said. 

And he said he “owed a debt of gratitude” 
to Illinois Secretary of State Jesse White, who 
had refused to sign papers certifying his nomi- 
nation. He called White “an honorable man” 


who “stood for what he believed was right.” 

It became clear that Burris had won his bat- 
tle to become the junior senator from Illinois 
Monday afternoon when Senate Democratic 
leaders dropped their objections. 

The agreement came after Senate lawyers 
said Burris met the chamber’s rules and could 
be sworn in. 

“Barring objections from Senate 
Republicans, we expect Senator-designee 
Burris to be sworn in and formally seated later 
this week,” said a joint statement from Reid 
and Durbin, the assistant majority leader. 

The Senate Democratic leaders had told 
Burris last week that he needed to testify 
before the Illinois House impeachment com- 
mittee about his relationship with Blagojevich 
and submit a signature from the Illinois sec- 
retary of state certifying his appointment by 
Blagojevich. 

“We have spoken to Mr. Burris to let him 
know that he is now the Senator-designate 
from Illinois and as such, will be accorded all 
the rights and privileges of a Senator-elect,” 
the joint statement said. 

Senate Democrats initially balked when

Senate Republicans, meanwhile, say they 
have no objection to the seating of Burris, 
who waged a lonely struggle to claim the seat 
that included standing in the rain outside the 
Capitol after officials turned him away 
The Blagojevich-Burris saga caused heart- 
burn for the Senate as it watched a gover- 
nor accused of corruption and facing federal 
indictment trying to force them to accept a 
senator of his choosing all the while accusing 
Reid, the Senate majority leader, of racism.

The decision means 
Mtadoff will avoid having 
to leave the comfort of 
his $7 million penthouse 
and await trial in a 
cramped jail cell with Madoff 
nothing but bunkbeds, 
a sink and toilet.

The ruling further outraged investors who

Stephen Weiss, a lawyer for several dozen 
Mtadoff investors, said there “are people on the 
street who are very unhappy” with the ruling.

Former Cubs slugger inches 
closer to being enshrined

Andre Dawson was working out at a gym in Miami when he 
heard the news Monday. 

The former Cubs slugger received 361 votes, or 67 percent, 
in Hall of Fame voting by members of the Baseball Writers 
Association of America. He needed 75 percent to be elected. 
Only Rickey Henderson and Jim Rice were elected. 

“I got up from {last year’s 65.9} percent to 67,” Dawson said 
20 minutes after the results were announced. “It’s good to move 
up. I hope it doesn’t take ij years though. 

“ I figured Rice would get in because he missed by a handful of 
votes {i6] last year. And this was his last year of eligibility And, 
of course, Rickey was a first-ballot nominee.” 

Dawson, who has undergone knee-replacement surgery, 
should be encouraged that Rice finally will be enshrined. 


Dawson’s stats compare favorably to Rice’s. 

Playing left field, Rice hit 382 career homers and had a .298 
batting average over 16 seasons with the Red Sox. 

Dawson hit 438 homers and batted .279 over 21 seasons with the 
Expos, Cubs, Red Sox and Marlins. More significandy, Dawson 
won eight Gold Gloves as a center fielder and right fielder and 
also stole 314 bases. He is the only eligible player with more than 
1,000 extra-base hits who is not in the Hall of Fame. 

“I hope I’ll be on track for next year,” said Dawson, who is a 
special assistant to the president of the Florida Marlins. 

The 1987 National League Most Valuable Player as a member 
of the last-place Cubs and 1977 NL Rookie of the Year with the 
Expos, Dawson has seen his enthusiasm for the HaU wane since 
his mother died. 

“That ran across my mind about a week or so ago,” Dawson 
said. “She was the most important and most influential person 
ever in my life. It probably will be a little bit emotional for me 
... not just getting in {the Hall of Fame eventually], but the fact 
that she won’t be here to see it.” 


Newsday 

Chicago-born Rickey Henderson 
strolled into the Hall of Fame on 
Monday by a landslide margin in his 
first year of eligibility 

Jim Rice’s wait for baseball immortal- 
ity took a little longer— ij years, to be 
exact— but he finally squeezed through 
the doors of Cooperstown by seven 
votes in his last year on the ballot. 

Henderson was included on 511 of the 539 ballots (94.8 per- 
cent) in voting done by the Baseball Writers Association of 
America. Rice was listed on 412 ballots (76.4 percent). 

“I feel great about it,” Henderson said. “It’s been a long time 
coming. I thank baseball because I love the game. I wanted to 
continue playing. It came to a time that it had to stop, and now 
that it’s been five years, and they’ve chosen me to go to the Hall 
of Fame, I can’t be any more pleased.” 

Henderson, 30, finished as the career leader in steals (1,406) 
and runs (2,295). He is a lo-time All-Star, has two World Series 
rings with the A’s and Blue Jays and was the AL MVP in 198 9. 

“I’ve been fortunate and blessed to have played with a great 


number of phenomenal baseball play- 
ers, but pound-for-pound, Rickey 
Henderson is the best player I’ve ever 
played beside,” said Willie Randolph, 
his teammate on the Lhiikees and A’s. 

Rice, 55, led the AL in home runs 
three times and is the only player with 
three straight seasons of at least 35 
homers and 200-plus hits (he aver- 
aged 41 homers, 128 RBIs and 207 
hits from 1 977-79). He was the MVP in 1978 and finished 
his career with a .298 batting average, 382 home runs 
and 1,451 RBIs. 

As for the long wait. Rice was unapologetic about 
his frosty relationship with reporters, which most 
likely was a contributing factor to the delay “Be 
patient and wait for the last out,” Rice said. 

“I guess everything is timing, 
because my numbers have not 
changed in the last 14 years.”

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“American Idol” has survived nude 
Internet photos, the Corey Clark-Paula 
Abdul scandal, David Archuleta’s dad 
and yes, even Sanjaya Malakar. 

But can it survive middle age? 

The Fox singing competition and 
TV’s No. I show enters its eighth 
season at 7 p.m. Tuesday, a year after 
seeing its ratings slide. Producers 
claim not to be worried about the 
drop from about 30 million viewers 
an episode to 28 million, but they’ve 
made some major changes to the 
show anyway. 

“There were no panic changes,” 
executive producer Ken Warwick 
told reporters several weeks ago. “It 
wasn’t, ‘Oh, my God, we’ve dropped 
seven percent {in total viewers] and 
what are we going to do?” 

Enter new judge Kara DioGuardi, 

Fox’s boldest move to keep viewers 
glued to the TVs. 

The network is hoping DioGuardi, 
whom some already are calling “the 
female Simon,” will add new sparks at the judges 
table consisting of Simon Cowell, Paula Abdul 
and Randy Jackson. 

“I do like to say it like I see it,” DioGuardi told 
reporters last week. “I don’t really mince words, 
but I do feel I have a heart and when you’re deal- 
ing with creative people that have some talent 
you want to make sure that you encourage them, 
but also if they don’t have any talent, you want to 
discourage them because you don’t want them to 
waste their time.” 

DioGuardi doesn’t agree with the Cowell 
comparison, saying that she’s a mix of all the 
judges, whom she described like this; “I would 
say that Paula has a lot of heart. I would say that 
Simon pretty much tells it like it is. Sometimes 
he can be pretty harsh, but he’s usually right. 

And Randy is just, he’s the diplomat.” 

Fox’s head of alternative programming, Mike 
Darnell, told the L.A. Times that the addition of 


DioGuardi is working “better than 
expected.” 

“I’ve now seen four of the audi- 
tion cities cut, and they’re really 
good,” Darnell said. “...Just by hav- 
ing a good fourth person in there, 
everybody’s comments are changing. 
They are saying things they didn’t say 
in years past.” 

DioGuardi is shaking things up, 
at least according to Cowell. The 
cranky judge said during auditions 
in December that DioGuardi and 
Abdul have ganged up on him. 

“What guy would like that? Tbu’ve 
got two girls ganging up on you,” he 
said. “One is hard enough; two is 
unbearable.” 

When asked about Cowell’s com- 
ment last week, DioGuardi said, 

“\bu know, when he deserves it, we 
give it to him. And believe me, he 
deserves it sometimes.” 

The new judge is just one of sev- 
eral changes this season. (More are 
listed on the next page.) Other dramatic altera- 
tions are the revival of the wild-card round in 
which the judges get to pick finalists, and the use 
of more backstage footage in the middle rounds 
to show the contestants’ reactions to judging. 
They also will chat with host Ryan Seacrest after 
being judged. 

“So you see if they’re upset with what Simon 
said, you get to see it right away,” Darnell told 
the Times. “... How do they feel right after? How 
do they feel stepping off that stage? They can’t 
hide it. They can’t cover it up.” 

It’s all an effort to keep the show lively for 
viewers who have been watching for eight years, 
Warwick said, adding that he expects viewership 
to drop again this season. 

“I’m not ashamed of that, because I’ve got 
eight years of success behind me ...” he said. 
“This wouldn’t have been on the TV for eight 
years if it wasn’t doing it right.”
